We asked the 
railroads to agree that if the Adam- 
son law was held to be constitutional 
that this construction and applica- 
tion -would be given to it. The rail- 
ways agreed to this at a joint session 
between the brotherhood chiefs and 
the managers* 
And with much dif- 


ficulty the chiefs stayed the strike. 
an act that •nas vital to the success 
of our efforts at further mediation. 


"We next sought some adjustment 


that would be effective should the 
law be held to be unconstitutional. 
In this regard

propositions

the chief justice said thai the law- 
was both an eight-hour act and also 
a wage fixing statute. 
He said it

parties to fix-private wages was an 
Inherent right and to take it away 
would be unconstitutional, but added 
that considering what congress in- 
tended to do and the" failure of the 
railroads and employes to reach an 
agreement, to say that the govern- 
ment authority did not

Lo declare that the private right had 
destroyed the,public right." 


He said power of congress was not 


an "emergency power" and recited 
the congressional power to fix rates, 
prohibiting rebates and a "myriad of 
regulations to protect the- public in- 
..terest 
He said that power had been 


extended to employes. 
citing 
the 


'hours of service act" and others. 
and held there was authority of con- 
;ress to act because of failure of the 
ailro^us and employes to reach an 
agreement. 


The railroads could not object to 


fixing a standard of wages, he said 
because in the deadlock, none was 
fixed. 
Justice ^IcReynolds delivered 
a 


separate opinion saying that con- 
gress did not have power to pass the 
law but that he now .bows to the ma- 
jority's ruling 


In dissenting Justice JIcReynolds 


held that congress did 
not 
have 


power to enact the law but that the 
majority decision now gives it au- 
thority to fix trainmens maximum 
and minimum wages, "to 
require 


compulsory arbitration of labor dis- 
putes which may seriously jeopar- 
dize movement of traffic and take 
measures effectively to protect the 
free flow of commerce against any 
combination, whether of operatives, 
owners or strangers."

Our own wheat needs Deepartment 
of Agriculture figures show to be 
wenty-six 
million 
bushels below 


he mark, assuming normal exports. 
Our available supply of wheat 
and 


lour is the lowest in a generation. 
The experts count on relief 
from 


he nest crop. But of this there is 
no certainty. 
Unfavorable 
weather 


may dash these hopes and increase 
he exigency. 


Obviously some radical 
measure 


should be taken 
to safeguard the 


mblic interest whatever may hap- 
)en. Europe, under stress of neces- 
sity, has adopted the simple expedi- 
ent of making the most of the wheat 
on hand. 
All the countries at war 


lave abolished white flour because 
t involves much unnecessary waste 
of good 
food 
and 
because it dis- 


>laces a superior food with an in- 
erior food. 


Is it not time for 
the 
United 


States to take similar action? We re- 
quire all the food there is in all the 
rain we have. Our need of it may 
jecome more urgent. Surely there 
is only folly in continuing the waste 
of such bounty as nature vouchsafes 
us. We throw away millions of dol- 
ars in the process of sifting from 
our flour the elements of food that 
are essential to the maintenance of 
animal 
life. 
(No one denies this. 


The only argument for it is that the 
oss is made up in other unimpaired 
:oods.) 
We cut down the output of 


"lour by the sifting. 
Why go on, 


in a time when every mouthful 
:ounts, producing less than our max- 
mum capacity of flour of the poor- 
est sort when we can save money 
all round by producing our maxi- 
mum capacity of the best flour? Do 
we require German perspicacity to 
see the absurdity of our present ex- 
travagance both in cheating our- 
selves of the best 
food and taxing 


ourselves for the swindle? 


TEUTONIC DELUSIONS.

What must impress every atten- 


tive reader of the Zimmermann note 
s less its moral offense—its indica- 
:ions of duplicity in dealing with the 
United States—than its 
inconceiv- 


able folly. If we were to get a body 
of international alienists to pass up- 
on the disease by which the German 
Government is afflicted, they might 
easily agree to call it the folie de 
grandeur. 
Such is the mania that 


prevails at Berlin 
that 
impossible 


things are thought as easy as turn- 
ing over the hand. Could the Ger- 
rpan Foreign secretary be such a fool 
33 to think that the Mexicans could 
be such fools as even to dream of 
conquering the United States 
and 


winning back their "lost territory?" 
Yet the Germans have been praised 
as the great "realists" in 
world 


politics! Here they are, however, 
hugging phantoms. 
Their vision of 


the civilized world seems to be a 
compound of Machiavelli and Arab- 
ian Nights. 


We are bound to admit that this 


fantastic scheme to embroil Mexico 
and Japan with the United States 
is about as sane as some other no- 
tions which the Germans cherished 
in the early months of the war. They 
had built the highest hopes upon 
their system of espionage and the 
talent of their agent for Intrigue. 
India was at once to burst into re- 
volt against the 
British 
Empire, 


Egypt -was to start a revolution. In 
Ireland a civjj war was to stab Eng- 
land in the hack. We saw Casement 
expedition from Germany—at once 
absurd and 
pathetic—but 
perhaps 


did not fully realize how its utter 
failure set in a strong light the pre- 
posterous expectations of it enter- 
tained in Berlin. The truth is that 
the elaborate German official meth- 
od of gathering intelligence from all 
over 'the world poured more stuff 
into the German brain than it conic 
grasp. 
As the American 
humorist 


said, it is bettor not to know so 
many things than to now so many 
things that aren't so.

require the services of all the medi- 
cal officers which we now have in 
the regular 
army, 
the 
National 


Guard and in the Medical Reserve 
Corps, absorbing our entire supply 
of trained 
medical 
officers. 
An 


army of 5,000,000 men would 
re- 


quire the services of 35,000 medical 
officers, who would have 
to 
bo 


taken from civil lifo not only with- 
out any training, but 
without 
any 


men to train them, for tho first COO,- 
000 ordered to duty would employ 
all the trained military medical of- 
ficers now in the United States and 
still fall far short of the required 
quota. 
These figures do not tako 


into consideration the needs of the 
navy, which are almost as great and 
quite as urgent 
as those 
of 
the 


army. A consideration of these sta- 
tistics should make plain the neces- 
sity for a widespread and immediate 
enrollment in the medical reserve 
corps.

Easter Plants 
C 


ARE of Easter plants is a prob- 


lem that seems to bother many 
people. Even those who never 
raise plants are certain to re- 


ceive gifts in this shape at Eastertide, 
and naturally they desire them to live 
as long as possible. 


Because of a lack of knowledge of 


plant lore many of the most beautiful 
and most expensive plants are consign- 
ed to the ash barrel or convenient dump 
a few days after Easter. While some 
of the cheaper ones bloom only once 
many of them are worth caring for. 


The rambler and other pot roses 


should be planted out of doors as soon 
as possible after flowering. Never lay 
them on their side or set them in an 
old corner to dry. Plant the ramblers 
where they can clamber over arbors, 
trellises and fences, and the bush roses 
in other suitable locations, as they are 
perfectly hardy. Plant them where 
they can remain permanently. 
They 


may turn a little yellow at first, but 
they will soon become accustomed to 
the change and start to grow. 


To preserve azaleas they should be 


plunged in the ground, pot and all. If 
the weather is very dry they will re- 
quire watering throughout the sum- 
mer and fall. 
On the approach of 


frost lift them, clean off the pots and 
place them in a window in a cool room. 


Easter lilies can be kept in the pot 


in any convenient place until the mid- 
dle of May, tf hon they may be planted 
in the garden. The tops will die away, 
but late iu the summer they will al- 
most Invariably flower again. 


All the many varieties of bulbous 


stock, such as the hyacinth, tulip, daf- 
fodil, narcissus and crocus, when they 
are through blooming can be planted 
out in the open ground where they will 
come up year after year and flower 
luxuriantly. The flowers will never be 
quite so Inr^e as they were the first 
year, but lliey will be pretty and each 
blossom perfectly formed. Some peo- 
ple »ry to flower these bulbs in the 
house a second season; it 3s next to 
impossible lo accomplish this, but they 
wii! flower out. of doors.
